Cause of Leaves’ Change of Color. 
Wlien sap ceases to flow in the au­ 
tumn. and the natural growth of the 
tree ceases, oxidation in the leaves 
takes place. 
Under this oxidation the 
leaves change to red. or. with a slight 
change of the condition, It might be 
yellow or brown. 
This, however is 
only the chemical explanation. 
Life, 
or as we would say, vital power, has 
to hear a part. 
If a branch is entire­ 
ly cut off from the main plant, no 
change of color occurs. 
On the other 
hand if a branch is injured, 
though 
not entirely cut off from the tree a 
change of color takes place, even if it 
be mid-summer.
